SPEEDY WORK AT LOUISVILLE TRACKS BIG BAND OF KILMER TWO-YEAR-OLDS 

Sun Briar, Esooba and Other Derby Candidates in Thirty* One of Fine Breeding Remain After the 
Imi^ressive Moves — Older Horses Work Well. Sale of Five by Trainer McDaniel. 



Louisville. Ky.. April 8. — SiKH*d.v work <*haracter- 
is4»d tlie work-4iuts 4if the liorses at the lo<*al tracks 
V4*sterday morning, the time hung up by several be- 
ing the best of tlie spring training season. This 
ipplii'd more iiarticularly to the Kentiick.v Derby 
:*andidatt*s iu lo4*al training, a number of which 
were sent along at a fast clip. 

Sun Briar attracted much attention when lie 
start4*d out for a mile gallon, aeeomiiauied 
by Tom McTaggarU a atablemate. The pair 
raced like a team for the entire distance, finishing 
the mile iu 1:47% and galloping out a mile and an 
eighth In 2:tK». Tiivy we$t*'at a pretty ey«i gaM* 
and imUed up iu fine fettle. For the first time 
this spring 8uii Briar was worked iu blinkers, and 
this work^ an improvement in bis work, for he did 
not show a tendency to run out on the turns. 

The showing of Preecutter, Geoive J. Long*s 
Derby <-o!t, was even more impressive than that of 
Sun Briar*s. This son of Free Lan<^e was also sent 
a mile, he going the distance in a shade better 
than 1:46. He galloped out the mile and an eighth 
in 2:01% and appeared to be none tbe w'orse fur his 
effort. Owner Long was an interested sfiectator and 
<*4iiigratulat4Ml trainer Pete Coyne on the colt’s fine 
showing. 

Other Derby trials liicliuled those of Enos and 
Tally. friMii the Pastime Stable, which went to- 
getlier a mile in 1:48%. They traversed the dis- 
taiH*e at an even pace, limning the first three- 
quarters iu 1:18%. Tally apiieared to put it all 
over her stable comimnion and c*oiild have dis- 
tau(*4*d him at any stage of the work. This fine 
bla<*k daughter of Sweep — Tapiola is showing rapid 
imiirovement in her work and is likel 3 ’ to prove to 
be oue of the liest three-year-old fillies of the year. 
Khe is entered in both the Derby and Kentucky 
Oaks. 

.Xelsweep. Willis 8hari>e Kilmer*s second string 
in his Derby liow. was sent five-eighths in l:tH. 
while George J. Long’s otlier Derby eligible. Oi-eaii 
Swc*ep. also a candidate for the Oaks, ran a half 
mile in 51%. 

GUY FORTUNE SHOWS UP WELL. 

Oue of the fastest moves of the season at a mile 
was ri*conled when Guy Fortune, from tlie Pastime 
Stable of Messrs. Middleton and Jones, ran tlie 
ilistaiice a shade better than 1:44. This fine chest- 
nut sou of Transvaal fairly flew over the groiiiul 
aud made a flue impression. He is uudoubtetlly 
tiM* fittest iKirse at either of the local tracks aud 
will bt* banl to licat iu the i*arly spring raws pro- 
vided he does not stale off. Other i-oiumeudable 
works iucluded lialf miles by F. J. Kelley’s lehi- 
Ban aud Saga-Nam.v iu 50, aud a similar distan<*e 
by a iiumlier of this stable’s two-year-olds iu time 
a’ trifle slower. , . . 

The best work of the day at Dougbis Park was 
shown bv Es<-olMi. whi4h reeled off a mile at a 
steadv gait in 1:45%, the best work this fine 4-olt 
has slMiwn this season. He finished his work with- 
out drawing a h'lig breath and showwl no ilistress 
whatever. , ^ 

Spearlene and American, two of Jefferson Living- 
ston’s Derby aspirants, displayed fine speed iu their 
work, the * pair racing together 4»ver the seven- 
eighths 4 -ourse iu the fast time of 1:27%. Some 
hlea of the manner in whieh this |»alr covered the 
ground mav lie obtained from the following frac- 
tional time’: 23%. 35%, 47%. 1:00%. 1:13%. They 
work 4 *d out the mile in 1:42%. pullc*d up in the 
final eighth. Aniericau distanced his stableinate, 
due probably to the fact that he was not 4-arryiug 
so miu*h weight. 

Koval II. and Colonel lennie. also from the Liv- 
ingston Stable, were also asked to test their s|>e 4 *d 
4»ver the seven -eighths route, aud this they did to 
the eminent satisfaction of trainer Mose Goldblatt, 
who timed them in 1:27%.
